Sec. 4-8002. Additional conpensation of sheriff and
recorder.

(a) In addition to any salary otherw se provided by |aw,
begi nni ng Decenber 1, 1998, the sheriff of Cook County for
his or her additional duties inposed by other statutes or
| aws shall receive an annual stipend to be paid by the State
in the amount of $6,500. The county board shall not reduce
or otherwise inpair the conpensation payable from county
funds to the sheriff if the reduction or inpairnent is the
result of the sheriff receiving a stipend payable from State
f unds.

(b) In addition to any salary otherw se provided by |aw,
begi nning Decenber 1, 2000, the recorder of deeds of Cook
County for his or her additional duties inposed by |aw shal
receive an annual stipend to be paid by the State in an

anount equal to the stipend paid to each recorder in other
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counties under subsection (d) of Section 4-6001 of this Code.
The county board nmay not reduce or otherwi se inpair the
conpensati on payable fromcounty funds to the recorder of
deeds if the reduction or inmpairnent is the result of the
recorder of deeds receiving a stipend payable from State
f unds.
